Navajo County, Arizona, Col. and Mrs. Dale 
Bumstead, Phoenix, March, 1935, new 
record for the State and antedates more than 
six months rediscovery this re- 
markable species the type locality New 
Mexico, reported Hallenbeck the 
for March, 1936.

The flowers the Aloes are 
borne long stems, which rise from the centre 
the plant, and range color from flesh pink 
deep coral red. Crassula falcata—the sickle- 
leaved Crassula—is pretty silver-grey plant, 
with tongue-like leaves which are sickle-shaped.

ous small flowers clustered together, forming 
bunch about three inches across.

This plant produces numerous heads scarlet 
flowers, similar small Bouvardia, which last 
perfect condition for two months; fact, 
not know any other type plant (except 
few varieties Orchids) that will last long 
good condition the plant.

The idea grew and developed only 
blighted the cost that friend, Ted Haskell, 
house. Ted did all his own work, got bargain 
both lumber and glass and still paid more 
than could ever hope put into plants, house, 
books and all. Thus two schemes were elimi- 
nated short order. 

During the summer was pleasure visit 
the garden Mr. Marshall Los An- 
geles. Yes, his plants were wonderful—but his 
glass house—for $10.00, that’s the part that re- 
mains memory. Page Mr. Marshall for 
the magic tale. Far from spoil such 
tale attempting either describe the house 
tell how was built. 

Having found glass house the cost which 
was within range, set about trying find 
“used glass” isn’t the easiest 
thing find. Most the used lumber and 
wrecking yards had windows which could 

uild with new glass and lumber. However, 
after trying just about every place, noticed 
some skylights, doors and windows against 
garage alley. The garage had just been re- 
built and the collection was too good de- 
stroyed, but interest any building con- 
tractor. After looking over the stack, asked 
see the manager. started five dollars, 
started ten. loaded the trailer with some 
twenty glass frames inches; two 


feet skylight, door and dozen more 
odd sized pieces for eight dollars. When the 
bill was paid all that remained was fifty mile 
trip, thirty which was over unsurfaced roads.

Haworthia Dielsiana, Poelln. Repert. Sp. 
Nov. XXVIII (1930) 103, XXXI (1932) 
88, XLI (1937) 199. 

Plant stemless with numerous leaves. Leaves 
more less ascending with somewhat incurv- 
ing tips, oblong, more less abruptly acumi- 
nate, 2.5-3 cm. long, thicker towards the tips 
and here approx. mm. thick, face flat some- 
what convex, back very convex and keeled to- 
wards the tips, green brownish green, the 
upper third pellucid and with 
tudinal lines, which never scarcely reach the 
apex, the tips terminated with simple rarely 
few toothed, mm. long bristle, the margins 
and keels entire with very small white, irregu- 
larly distributed teeth. Peduncle simple, about 
cm. tall. Flowers with very short 
bracts about mm. long, acuminate, membran- 
aceous, with brown middle nerve; perianth 
about mm. long, the recurved segments about 
mm. long.

Haworthia Dielsiana Poelln.

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CACTUS GARDEN WISCONSIN 


Collecting cacti, hobby, pleasure, and 
also pleasant past time. obtain valuable 
collection cacti takes time and cash, and then 
how take care the plants, after one has 
acquired fine collection the next problem. 
Cacti, like other plants, need their care, and 
times have looked after much more. 

Cacti naturally have host enemies con- 
tend with—more than collector cactus ever 
has dreamed about. the other side one 
very often rewarded for all the patience one has 
had see the gorgeous flowers bloom. 

Surprises are met with, and some fine 
morning when you walk into your cactus gardens 
You will discover new buds form- 
ing bright colored blossoms will greet your 
eyes. Then again, you may discover the destruc- 
tive work ugly cut worm that has only 
been too active during the evening hours, having 
great feast satisfy its greedy appetite, and 
has left the plant damaged condition. Then 
hides under some sheltered place near dur- 
ing hot day, ready for the coming night 
make another raid other valuable specimens. 

cactus gardens are about feet length 
feet wide. The roof extends over 
the greater part this garden. This feet 
feet above the garden (made sections 
glass frames), except one section that 
covered with screen.

The various types cacti are placed sepa- 
rate raised gardens (or beds) set aside accord- 
ing where these cacti are found native. For 
instance, here garden Texas cacti, another 
with California and Arizona, and others with 
South American, Mexico and the West Indies. 
The borders these gardens are edged with odd 
colored stone and rock specimens. Also placed 
here and there among the cacti are stone speci- 
mens various sizes representing states and 
one foreign country (Mexico). least 300 


cacti are found this garden representing 259 
species. 

All cacti are pots, sunken the sandy soil 
except few are planted directly into the ground 
insure better growth during the summer 
months. 

the season 1934 1937 cacti were 
out for period 51/, months, from the early 
part May until the middle October. The 
balance the year, all cacti, except few hardy 
varieties are kept indoors. 

When cooler cold weather sets in, about 
October number curtains are hung 
the inside the cactus garden against the 
screens, keep out much cold possible. 
thermometer kept the garden all times. 

Last fall, October 12th 14th, dish water 
was placed near some Mexican cacti and 
the water froze over, but not plant was frozen. 
Anyway was high time move all plants 
warmer location. Placing curtains close the 
wire screen keeps the temperature only few 
degrees warmer than out the open. 

This type cactus garden protects plants 
from heavy rains, hail and from dogs, etc. 

the summer, are usually sprinkled 
with rain water after sun down, and during 
foggy damp and rainy weather not water 
any the cacti. one end the walk, sec- 
tion small tree containing several branches 
placed; from the branches these are sus- 
pended several Indian vases and pottery contain- 
ing jungle cacti such Rhipsalis and Aporo- 
cactus. Other Indian ware placed and about 
the garden. One highly colored Mexican In- 
dian strawberry jar adorns the center the 
Mexican garden, while just across the walk 
fine flower box containing large imported 
Cephalocereus senilis. 

Many rare specimens can seen this gar- 
den, here patch Astrophytums (12 varieties) 
then the beautiful stately Cereus, Cephalocereus 
palmeri, Carnegiea gigantea, Myrtillocactus, etc. 
Then another garden Melocactus intortus and 
Mammillaria nivosa, there Opuntia tomen- 
tosa and before you fine specimen Echino- 
cactus (the golden ball), and the rain- 
bows the southwest Echinocereus rigidis- 
simus, dasyacanthus, etc., and over toward the 
east patch fine specimen the 
rare Parodia aureispina (golden-hooked) and 
the tiny Pelecyphora valdeziana, besides the large 
selection rare Mammillarias among these 
the snow white candida, etc.

New Brand Gasoline 


One the major problems Italy’s recently 
conquered province Ethiopia fuel for motor 
cars. The need for gasoline urgent almost 
all transportation dependent upon motor cars 
and because all motor have imported 
extremely high prices. During the subjuga- 
tion 1935, oil company entered into con- 
tract with Haile Selassie for all oil rights that 
country. This gave the Italians wild expectations 
unlimited supply crude oil, but these 
dreams have not materialized, ardent though the 
search has been. 

-Alcohol, the substitute for gasoline, can 
made from palm nuts, corn and millet which 
are available sufficient quantities produce 
estimated one million gallons per year, but 
petroleum best and most desirable motor 
fuel and far the country has produced none. 

this time the reader will perhaps 
wondering what all this has with succu- 
lents, but the unusual association that the Ital- 
ian Fuel Commission announces that the best 
assurance now appears the billions 
weird cactoid Euphorbias that grow throughout 
that country. The latex the large 
species said yield approximately 60% 
gasoline-like liquid which can produced 
simple chemical treatment little expense, and 
today this ‘‘vegetable holds out en- 
couraging hope the worried Italian engineers. 


The Italian Fuel Commission least going 
try out and are now arranging for the con- 


struction Euphorbia gasoline refinery 
Agodat, which the center the large Euphor- 
bia forests and the main highway Adis 
Ababa where fuel-hungry fleets trucks pass 
every day their trips the sea. 

The entire experiment will watched with 
interest since geologists inform that the 
worlds petroleum supply limited and demin- 
ishing rapidly, and who knows but that the 
answer rests with the Euphorbiae. 


Question: Have you bulletin the Crab Cactus? 
Our plant has bloomed every year Xmas time, but 
this past Xmas had only two three blooms. Some 
buds came but fell off before maturing. they re- 
quire much water? WHITCRAFT. 


Answer: have received your inquiry about Zygo- 
cactus (Crab cactus) and are happy send you in- 
formation about their culture. The plants should have 
plenty water until almost the time they should bud. 
The soil, for most cacti, should one-third loam, 
one-third leaf mold, and one-third sand. The plants may 
watered every day and the drainage im- 
portant with most cacti. From the first October 
water the plants only twice week. Towards the end 
the month allow the plants dry out. November 
the buds should appear. soon the buds are set 
water the plants daily. The temperature should 
degrees during the day and degrees night. House 
plants may watered every other day. 

Quoting from the Sept., 1935, the 
writer says that had one hundred flowers Christ- 
mas time; allowed the plant dry out, repotted 
fresh soil and had another hundred flowers Easter 
time. the plant grafted, water the same you 
would the stock which grafted.

Answer: This pest exceptionally hard control 
account its position and usually secondary in- 
festation ants they medium transporta- 
tion. rid the plants root aphis usually recom- 
mend the removal the plant from the pot, often 


will found that the roots began decay and care 
this stage may save the plant. All roots showing 
any sign decay must pruned and the entire plant 
dipped solution pyrethrum, nicotine sulphate 
or, the infestation extreme, oil emulsion 
spray. Re-plant new soil. homogeneous soil 
preferable one that composed strata broken 
pot, sand, charcoal, soil, etc., this latter method 
arrangement affords hiding places for insects. 
have tried napthene flakes and moth balls repellents 
and have found them worthless controlling aphis, 
ants and nematodes. Last year natural enemy the 
mealy bug abnormis) was introduced 
into our green houses, but account temperatures 
insufficient quantities the insects the experiment 


was unsuccessful. 

The first step the control the eradication ants 
the green house garden and feel few notes 
this would not out place.

Powdered tobacco containing about two percent nico- 
tine will often either kill repel both aphis and ants. 
the garden, many types ants can destroyed 
using soil fumigants their nests. For this purpose 
carbon bisulphide calcium cyanide (granulated 
form) especially desirable. 


Question: find cactus and succulents very difficult 
grow. Can you tell the 

Answer: Without knowing your conditions and meth- 
ods culture very difficult give intelligent 
answer this question. must understand that al- 
most every climatic condition will found among the 
habitations our readers. general rule, be- 
lieve collectors give their plants too much care more 
often than not enough. Their necessities are light, and 
heat with water applied with moderation. Some plants, 
especially older collected ones the more atrophied 
forms such Ariocarpus, Leutchenbergia, Strombo- 
cactus, etc., need very little water and when purchased 
specimen plants attempt should made grow 
them further. Seedling cacti and other succulents will 
stand much more. good rule watering allow 
the ground dry thoroughly before giving further 
moisture. Air necessary the plants you 
me. allowing the soil become dry before re- 
watering, air replaces the moisture the soil. Bone 
meal probably the safest, most lasting fertilizer and 
can mixed with soil compost quantities from 
two four percent. have found that the surface 


sufficient allow air enter the ground and that 
the porous pot which has been highly recommended 
un-necessary. quart oil can allows retention 
moisture that great time saver the gardener. 
Painted inside and out with aluminum paint very 
pleasing appearance and lasts until time for repot- 
ting. These will grow much better plant than any 
pot unless the latter plunged soil, peat, sand. 

Finally might add that every collector these 
plants must expect some loss. Even with the greatest 
care and the healthiest plants some loss experienced 
that unexplainable. slight injury the plant 
its roots might allow bacteria gain foothold that 
causes the plant decay. Excessive heat cold might 
cause injury, the effects which may not show for 
months afterwards. There are plants that only the 
most experienced collectors should try cultivate, 
must realize that their chances success are 
small.

Cross- 
ing Epiphyllums with such plants Selenicereus 
grandiflorus and pteranthus did them good that 
lengthened their life-span. However, the 
cereus, coming from warm climatic regions, also weak- 
ened the Epiphyllums’ resistance cold. 

because these things that the Epiphyllums 
have not received the attention and the distribution 
that they deserve. Through careful selection the 
mother-plants whereby the touchy plants were cast out, 
and sprinkling the plants with cold water and ex- 
posing them the cold winters have produced 
Epiphyllums which can resist our cold climate. Ac- 
cording customer mine, the cold-resistant 
cannot withstand the hot tropical climate 
Haiti spite the fact that its ancestors are native 
the tropics. 

few years ago, order produce type which 
would not only withstand the cold, but also grow more 
slowly and bloom more freely, changed the crossing 
principle around and did not cross Epiphyllum with 
Epiphyllum Cereus with Cereus, but Cereus 
mother and father.

PARADICHLOROBENZINE 

have not seen the use Paradichlorobenzine 
mentioned for the destruction mealy bug (both sur- 
face and root), scale, etc., nor general use here. 
all probability this method well known you 
and may have been reported the Journal, but have 
white evaporable crystals, two three which 
place top the soil around the plant and cover 
the whole plant with glass cover. The fumes kill all 
insect pests have known from three five min- 


utes. The plant should then uncovered and the 
crystals removed. important that the plant 
covered for not more than five minutes because any un- 
duly longer period likely result the disfigura- 
tion loss the plant. For root mealy bug make 
two three small holes upwards one-half inch 
deep and drop small crystal each and cover. 
not necessary remove the crystal and all pests will 
eradicated without harming the plant.

HARDY CACTI 


Referring the hardy species cacti the May 
Journal, Vol. No. 11, Page 174: 

All those may dry cold climates, but 
here with our wet winters nothing seems really 
hardy. Even Coryphantha vivipara, Opuntia polya- 
cantha and fragilis which are native Canadian 
dry belt districts where they get 60° below, not 
well here. They carry over dry open shed, but 
the rockeries they mushy. carried erinacea 
successfully once the rockery with frame light 
over it, but got very dirty with the smut from the 
air. 
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
